Boyne council ponders 


trout pond problem 


Boyne City -- What was once a 
“relief valve’? for this com- 
munity’s surplus water has be- 
come a ‘“‘pain in the neck,” 
between Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence 
Titsworth, of E. Division street 
and city officials. 

Tuesday night, commissioners 
heard Mr. Titsworth’s side of the 
story, atlength. They also gave 
Mr. Titsworth their side of the 
story, at length. 

The Titsworths have a lot of 
fine rainbow troutpets in the pond 
that the city created on their 
property in 1963. The pond was 
built by the city as a by-pass 
during periods of excessive 
water entering the city’s dis- 
posal system. 7 

Comes 1969 and the city no 
longer has excessive run-off 
periods, so stated the commis- 
sioners. In fact, this past week- 
end, water in the city’s reser- 
voirs was so low that when the 
sole pump in the city’s south 
side water pumping station 
started sucking air, and was in 
danger of burning up, the flow 
of water into the Titsworths pond 
had to be shut off. 

This made the Titsworth rain- 
bow trout very sick -- and the 
Titsworths angry. 

' This wasn’t the first time 
tragedy has befallen the school 


of rainbow trout. Lawrence Tits- 
worth said that 2 years ago he 
had lost $200 worth of fish; that 
he had invested over $800 in 
making the pond a beauty spot 
and this did not include the labor 
that he and his wife had invested. 

Commissioners said they had 
no contract specifying thatthere 
was anagreement that they 
should keep Mr. Titsworth’s trout 
alive. 

He stated repeatedly that if 
the city can’t guarantee a flow of 
water through the 2 ponds on his 
property, he wants the ponds fil- 
led in and planted back to grass 
because he enjoys live grass 
better than dead fish. 

Mayor Austin Sevener said 
that a full immediate investiga- 
tion shouldbe made and some kind 
of course of action should be 
taken--after thoroughly investi- 
gating the situation. 

Commissioner Marvin Loding, 
qualified steam engineer, and the 
watchdog of the city’s water 
system stated: 

‘Tf we give you 50,000 gallons 
of water daily to keep your fish 
alive and the pump fails, some- 
one else will have a red face. 


And I want to be quoted that 


Pm against it.”* And he was 
quoted. . 


The Titsworth Lake case was 


Larry Woodcock, 


tabled to give commissioners an 


opportunity to inventory the city’s 


- water stock. 


In other actions, city water 
rates were hiked an average of 
10 percent upon the recommen- 
dation of City Mgr. Forbes Tomp- 
kins. He pointed out that water 
department operations, as well 
as U.S. currency had been sub- 
jected to more than 30 percent 
inflation -- with no correspond- 
ing increase to cover the depart- 
ment’s operations. Minimum 
rates thus are now hiked from 


$6.33 to $7.00 per quarter for 


the first 7,500 gallons; 30¢ per 
M vs. 25¢ per M for the next 
7,500 gallons. Bulk rates for the 


city’s highest consumers were 


raised from 15¢ per M gallons 
to 17¢ per M gallons. Mgr. 
Tompkins said the new rates put 
local water costs on a par with 
Charlevoix, Petoskey, and other 
cities in the area.

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Discuss student merger 


Boyne City--The possibility of 
merging the school populations of 
East Jordan and Boyne City, be- 
fore anew, centrally located faci- 
lity is built, dominated discussion 
at Tuesday night’s Twin Valley 
School Board meeting, 

Merger of the students could 
take place as soon as next school 
year. Board members agreed that 
it was too late to do anything this 
year. However, they unanimously 
endorsed a suggestion by board 
secretary, Robert Klevorn, to 
start working and moving in the 
direction of a student merger. 

“T want someone to show me 
why this can’t work,” said Kle- 
vorn, referring to any early stu- 
dent-body merger--before anew, 
centrally located school facility 
is built. 

‘<We’ve got to look to the future, 
and today’s problems today. Why 
can’t we be working fora merger 
right now?” 

“ye had enough people tell me 
why we can’t merge early. I want

someone to show me why we can 
do it...” 

Klevorn said that he saw no 
reason why East Jordan seniors 
and Boyne City seniors couldn’t 
start co-mingling. “Then, they 
won’t have two problems facing 
them---moving into a new school 
‘and meeting new students-~-- when 
it comes time to relocate in a 
couple of years...’’ 

“Lets get the communities 
thinking as one as far as the 
school system goes,’’ he com- 
mented, 

Assistant Superintendent, Max 
Damoth, expressed agreement 
with Klevorn’s ideas. ‘That's 
been my line of thinking for a 
long time,’ said Damoth. ‘‘And 
the main reason why I supported 
the merger...’’ 

Principal Robert Korn said he 
felt the board wouldn’t save any 
money by merging the student 


populations before moving into a - 


centrally located school facility. 
“*You wouldbe achieving your goal 


of getting the students together 
before relocating,’ said Korn. 

Transportation and personnel 
transfers were posed as the main 
problems against an early student 
merger. 

“We’re going to be bussing 
them one way or another,’’ quip- 
ped one board member. ‘‘ What’s 
the difference?” 

‘‘T’ye been told by countless 
school consultants and education 
experts that it doesn’t make any 
difference whether you bus stu- 
dents one mile or ten...” com- 
mented Klevorn. 

Principal Korn said that he, 
Boyne counselor, Bud Neidhamer 
and Leatha Larson, East Jordan 
counselor, had tried to work out 
a type of student exchange last 
year for a couple of classes. 

‘‘Anyway we tried to work it, 
we ran into snags and students 
missing classes.” 

Korn said that one of the biggest 
problems was scheduling around 
lunch hours in the two schools.

impression is that this is a 
lifetime peculiarity. 

This peculiarity is common -- 
so common that I read that we 
Americans spend each year some 
$67 million for antidandruff med- 
icines and shampoos. 


So far, in scientific journals, 
I have not read of a cure, only 
remedies that lessen the flaking 
and perhaps itching. Only the 
persons with a severe form of 
the disease have a lot of flakes 
on their coat collar. Many un- 
happy people get the idea that 
dandruff will make them social 
outcasts and unsuccessful busi- 
nessmen, but I cannot believe 
that. I am sure that my father 
and I never were handicapped in 
the least by our dandruff. 

Everyone should have some 
flaking off of his or her skin, 
because there is an outer layer 
of our skin that dies and this

has to flake off. It takes about 
a month for the dead cells to 
move out until they can drop 
off. Similarly, some ofour hairs 
are constantly being pushed out 
of the little follicles, or tiny 
tubes in which they grow; also 
our fingernails keep constantly 
growing outward. The difficulty 
with dandruff is that the normal 
peeling away is exaggerated. 


So far as I can learn, no 
one yet knows what the cause 
of dandruff is. It cannot very 
well be any form of ill health, 
because I got mine when in col- 
lege and later when I was an 
athlete on the track and in the 
gymnasium and climbing up the 
highest mountain peaks in Cali- 
fornia. I still have some dandruff, 
in spite of having been very 
healthy throughout my long life. 
My hunch is that I was born 
to have a skin with a bit too 
much oil, just as a rare person 
is born to have no oil in his skin. 


Today, anyone can go into a 
drugstore and find many lotions 
and shampoos designed to cure 
dandruff. As E. J. Helton said 
recently in ‘‘Today’s Health,” 
that excellent magazine put out 
by the American Medical As- 
sociation, any shampoo must for 
awhile get rid of some of the 
flaking-off of the skin. If the 
dandruff comes back, one can 
always consult a skin specialist. 
But I hear that he is likely to 
prescribe the ancient drugs, sul- 
fur, salicylic acid and tar, plus 
perhaps the newer resorcinol, 
selenium sulfide and cadmium 
sulfide. 

What is unfortunate is that, so 
far as he knows, no one had yet 
compared the results of pro- 
longed treatment of hundreds of 
people with the several drugs 
used.

Instead, 
a hollow needle is pushed into 
the frosted eye lens and with 
very rapid impulses the cataract 
is liquefied -- and then sucked 
out. This work is being done 
by Dr. Charles D. Kelman of 
215 E. 64th St., New York, N. Y. 
10021. 

I just heard from Dr. Kelman 
and he says he has performed 
70 such operations and “the re- 
sults compare very favorably 
with the visual results obtained 
with conventional technics.’? The 
New York patients are discharged 
on the first day, but out-of-town 
patients are held for 4 or 5days. 

Dr. Kelman says he is now 
trying to organize an out-patient 
eye institute where this operation 
can be performed ona large scale 
and taught to other eye special- 
ists. He says that the company 
that makes the equipment plans 
to finish 6 units in the next 6 
months and these will then be 
used in teaching hospitals. Evi- 
dently then, it will be awhile 
before apthalmologists all over 
the country can be performing 
this type of operation, which 
appears to me to be ideal.

The copyrighted report pre- 
sents data on income and spend- 
ing for every section of the 
country, 

It shows that Charlevoix Coun- 
ty residents had net spendable 
earnings in the year, after pay- 


ment of their personal income © 
taxes, of $37,418,000,.as com-- 


pared with the previous year’s 
$35,076,000. 
Just how much this represent- 


ed, on a per-family basis, was - 


determined by dividing the total 
income by the number of local 
households. It amounted, on av- 
erage, to $7,795, an increase 
over the prior year’s $17,308. 

The rise, 6.7 percent, was

out some dirt for a pool ‘and‘lay 


_in the flying saucer, or screw 


it to a post or old tree stump 
for a bird bath. Rust on old 
garden plows canbe removed with 
a solution of equal parts of vine-~ 
gar and water. Spray the plow 
with a rust resistant paint and 
stand on end so that the scoops 
are up for a cascading waterfall 
in the garden. Hose woven up the 
middle will take water to the 
top of the plow for its journey 
splashing down from curve to 
curve. 

An umbrella’s life is not over 
when the fabric rots and leaks 
run through. Take the umbrella 
skeleton, with the outside fabric: 
edge still intact, to the garden. 
Morning glories and clematis 
vines will climb in and out of 
the ribs and then drip towards 
the ground.

A wa- 
gon sheel planter is an espec- 
ially good idea for your patio, 
lawn or garden. To' make this 
unique planter, get a large sew- 
er pipe from a construction or 
lumber company.

Ast,’ get’ clay ‘lowerpets “to ‘fit 
and nestlé them bet weer the tines: 


all the way around thé wheel; 
Plant these with petunias, ger- 
aniums and other flowers. How- 
ever, strawberries thrive in here 
because the drainage is good, 
there’s plenty of sun and they 
can climb all over the wheel. 
Your imagination ‘can tell you 
ideas about the bee..‘y of this 
planter. 

I also nestled small flowerpots 
between the wheel’s rungs and 
planted them with a herb gar- 
de.. of basil, chives, mint, rose- 
mary, thyme and parsley. Be- 
lieve me, you can’t help but im- 
press your. dinner: guests when 
you float across the kitchen like 
the girl in the hair color com- 
mercial, daintily snip fresh ba- 
sil from your wagon wheel plant- 
er, and toss it into the spaghetti 
sauce! , 

If you find an old coal shuttle, 
give it the rust clean up treat- 
ment, a coat of rust preventative 


paint and two final coats of an- 
tique black. Fill the shuttle three 
quarters with briquettes, set the 
starter on top and you’re ready 
to grill. One of our annual sum- 
mer rituals has always been the 
slow but certain destruction of 
a newly purchased, metal bar- 
becue grill. We don’t have to look 
at the calendar to know that it’s 


“Sate August. One glance at the 


~ rusty, “charred flooring in. our 
grill and we know that summer 
is on its way out. But this year 
should be a different story be- 
cause we lined the bottom of 
our grill with gravel. 
Speaking of gravel, if you have 
a gravel patio or driveway that 
keeps spouting weeds, you should 
have put down sheets of plastic 
before the gravel. Or, you could 
have saturated the soil with old 
crankcase oil drained from cars 
at your friendly service station. 
This would have sterilized the 
soil for years. But, if the gra~ 
vel is already down, your only 
answer would be weed killer, 
which is pretty expensive for 
such an area. Try water softener 
salt sprinkled on the weeds and 
then watered down good, or just 
wait for the rain. It will make 
those weeds yellow and die, and 
it’s lots cheaper than weed kill- 
er. Junk can be beautiful!

The law say “how” 


The decision of the State 
Tax Commission in overrul- 
ing the Emmet County Tax 


’ Allocation Board’s decision 


to deny the Char-Emmet 
Intermediate Board .2 mill 
should come as no particular 


surprise in view of the ob- 


vious irregularities that were 
pointed out during the com- 
mission’s hearing, a fortnight 
ago. 

The law in respect to han- 
dling public monies is quite 


specific as to what may, or | 


may not be done with funds, 

A couple of decades ago, 
Charlevoix County Super- 
visors, in. anticipation of 
building a new county build- 
ing, took it upon themselves to 
divert public funds into aspe- 
cial sinking fund, 

This was good business, 
and the county was fortunate 
in having foresighted repre- 
sentatives who could see the 
day when sucha practice might 
result in saving the residents: 
of the county many thousands 
of dollars, 

But the State Auditor Gen- 


eral’s Department said 
‘‘nix,’? in no uncertain terms, 


The fund was declared ille- 
gal, and it wasn’t until later, 


when voters went to the polls 


Local self-starters needed 


to approve millage to build a 
new county structure, that the 
ambitions of the Board of 
Supervisors were realized. 
Ordinarily, Charlevoix Co- 
unty residents would have 
little concern with the actions 
of the Emmet County Supervi- 
sors, except for the fact that 
the Bi-County school district 


The University of Mich- 
igan’s Great Lake’s Survey 
and Research activity a year 
ago disclosed that Lake Char- 
levoix was growing old at a 
rate 100 times what would 
be considered its ‘‘normal 
aging rate,’’ 

This is due, in part to the 
inadequacies of the Boyne City 


sewage disposal plant (a state. 


health department approved 
facility); the pollution, (both 
airborne and waterborne) of 
Howes Leather Company Tan-

In the past year, Howes 
Leather Company has been 
conferring with experts in the 
field of tannery waste dispo- 
sal and it has installed a 
mechanical precipitator to re- 
duce the amount of carbona- 
ceous material that pollutes 
the air. 

The City of Boyne City has 
been one of the first commun- 
ities in the state to apply for 
funds, under the newly voted 
state bonding issue, to cor- 
rect the faults in its sewage 
system, namely to separate 
the storm sewers from the 
sanitary sewers so that the 
efficiency of its plant will be 
upgraded during seasons of the 
year when the greatest run- 

off occurs. 

But it’s quite obvious to

arrangement now results in 
Charlevoix County residents 
being interested in the fact 
that Emmet County toes the 
line in handling its funds, so 
that residents of both coun- 
ties get an ‘‘equal shake.’’ 

Such was not the case when 
it came to the Emmet County 
Allocation Board’s decision in 
holding back on the .2 of a 
mill that had been requested 
by the Char-Emmet Intermed-

This is a very fine gesture 
on the part of the Emmet Cou- 
nty Board of Supervisors, but 
it harks back to the fact that 
there are certain methods 
prescribed by law as to how 
public monies can be divert- 
‘nest 
eggs.”

Nice people are racists 


“Old liberal Jim went swim-— 


ming with the niggers again, and 
probably had watermelon for 
dinner.”’ 


So spoke a friend of mine 
upon my recent return. from a 
weekend in Detroit. Yes, I said 
friend. Which brings us quickly 
to the subject at hand: the as~- 
tonishment of several University 


’ of Michigan students who invaded 


Detroit to make a detailed survey 
of white attitudes towards blacks. 

These door-knocking liberals 
found the prejudice they expected. 
Oh, white Detroit isn’t as wary 
of Negroes today as in 1967, 
year of the riot. There are, in 
fact, a growing number of white 
Detroiters who recognize that 
blacks get a bum deal and some- 
thing should be done about it. 
But please let someone else doit. 


What surprised the surveyors 
was that truly ‘‘nice people’”’ are 
racial bigots. Many of the stu- 
dents finally admitted they had 
been guilty of the same stereo- 
typing they condemn when the 
other guy does it. They had 
decided all bigots were nasty 
rednecks who pick their noses 
and spit at black children. They 
weren’t prepared for the gra-. 
ciousness and likeability of many 
whites who served the surveyors 
highballs and cookies along with 
sincere tch-tches over the plight 
of the Negro: ‘‘But my neigh- 
bors would never speak to me 
again if I sold my home to a 
Negro.’’ 

“I had to change a lot of my 
thinking,” admitted one sur- 
prised surveyor who had been 
well charmed by a neighborhood 
of polite racists. 


Well, I’m surprised the U of M 
kids were surprised. They must 
have been brought up in a liberal 
vacuum. The world is full of 
nice people who couldn’t possibly 
be unkind to an individual Negro. 
But they are certain that blacks 
‘are really happier living with 
their own people’? -- in some 
rat-infested ghetto. And they’re 
dead certain the few violent, well 
publicized blacks are typical of 
all Negroes -- but they’d never 
judge all Italians by the Mafia. 

A big part of the racism prob- 
lem is racists who don’t know 
they are racists and will deny 
it to the death. They have that 
one blind spot: They cannot 
put themselves into a Negro’s 
shoe and understand the hu- 
miliation and fear and desolation 
and bitterness of being a second 
class citizen. 


Will this restau- 


rant treat me politely or refuse 
to serve me? When my child 
is first called a nigger, how do 
I explain it to him? If I buy a 
home in this nice neighborhood, 
will the neighbors be friendly or 
will they throw rocks through 
my window? 

How would you like to live 
with questions like that? 


How can so many people be 
sO wrong? I blame fear -- fear 
of the unknown -- or, to put it 
in modern jargon, a lack of com- 
munication, The U of M survey 
turned up a telling fact: whites 
who associate regularly with 
blacks are much less bigoted 
than whites who don’t. 

So I regularly take my family 
to a Detroit motel where at least 
half the customers are black, 


I want my children to sleep near

marked. Students found decora- 
tive bowls, platters, vases and fi- 
gurines easy to make since Bun- 
yanite has no end grain and 
will not chip or split as easy 
as wood. Even pulleys and wheels 
could be easily made by sawing» © 
drilling or turning this product 
with standard woodworking hand 
or power tools. 

At the Paul Bunyan Workshop, 
Mr. Drapeau’s substance is made 
by pulverizing mounds of scrap 
paper through a machine that 
has multiple blades and a suction 
fan that draws the pulverized fi- 
ber into. burlap bags. Paper dust 
fills the air, requiring an inhal- 
ator face protector during this 
process. Looking like vacuum 
cleaner fluff, it is then mixed 
wit h a powered synthetic resin 
formula to form a solution re- 
sembling a heavy cream.

Animal eye colors 


and dead beer cans 


It’s night and you are driving 
along a dark road when your 
ear’s headlights pick up a pair 
of eyes. They stare for a mo- 
ment, then disappear into the 
ditch and you have no idea what 
it was you saw. 

While this sort of thing might 
be a little frustrating, it doesn’t 
have to be. Did you know you 
can identify various night-prowl- 
ing animals by the color of their 
eyes? 

Deer eyes, for example, shine 
like golden coals. A cow’s eyes 
look pretty much the same in 
color but a cow will occasionally 
blink. A deer won’t blink but will 
continue staring at the lights. 

A raccoon’s eyes have a def- 
inite green tint when seen in the 
dark. If you happen to pick up 
an opossum with your car lights, 
which is quite possible in the 
southern part of the state, the 


eyes will glow with a deep red. 

Bobcats and housecats have 
eyes which will glow with a 
pale gold color. 

These should do for a starter. 
If the idea interests you, start 
keeping track of what you see 
along the roads at nightand make 
a mental note of the eye colors. 
Tt can be quite fascinating. 

Chances are, the first thing 
you will see gleaming back at 
you with a steady shine from the 
roadside ditch is one of the most 
common ‘‘trophies’ of all. [If 
it refuses to move as your lights 
approach, it’s a good bet you 
have spotted that not-so-rare 
creature -- the dead beer can.

Just four generations 
ago -a vast wilderness 
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' George Washington, firstpres- 
ident of our embryonic United 
States of America was not only 
an astute leader but also pos- 
sessed with prophetic vision as 
witnessed by his recorded words 
of wisdom: “As our Country 


grows and its population increas- «. 


es--as it will--care must be-ta- 
ken to have each succeeding gen- 
eration know the trials and tri- 
bulations of those who preceded 
them.” 

A Michigan, map of 1839 from 
the Michigan collection of Ches~ 
ter W. Ellison of Lansing gives 
cause for thought---thought that 
little more than four generations 
ago northern Michigan was still 
a vast wilderness stretching be- 
tween Lake Michigan and Lake 
Huron from the 44th parallel to 
within a stone’s throw of the 
46th parallel with no designation 
other than Township of Michili- 
mackinac. 

White men were few and far 
between in the Township of Mi- 


chilimackinae in 1839 and those ::: 


for the most part concentrated 
on the shores of the Big Lakes 
that spread like three extended 
fingers into the prehistoric for- 
ests. 

It was a time when eastern fur 
trading fortunes were being ac- 
cumulated from the Astor hold- 
ings on Mackinac Island to the 
Canadian border and knowing 
lumber speculators were casting 
greedy eyes northward. 

Less than a century.earlier the 
British had been massacred at 
Fort Michilimackinac (June 1763) 
and the Lake Charlevoix area 
was a dense jungle of hardwoods 
and pines. 

Roads were non - existant: 
Communication was carried on 
by Indian runners along trails 
blazed by tomahawk slashings on 
ancient tree trunks through the 
deep forests--Michigan’s famous 
Mackinac Trail (old U.S. High- 
way 2) remains today, renamed 
by interested historians, as evi- 
dence that these trails not only 
existed but were once of vital 
necessity to the growing white 
population of Michigan. 

Transportation was carried on 
in dug-out canoes which were 
soon supplemented by sailing 
vessels as the white man extend- 
ed his presence and influence 


throughout the land. But it was 


a bone-bare existence at best 
and there were few comforts for 
the hardy pioneers, 

By mid 1800s county supervi- 
sors as far south as Kent and 
Mason counties were planning 
primitive roadways to literally 
“get the homesteaders out of 
the woods”. Although that might 
seem unbelievable to today’s citi- 
zenry, still the late Sarah (Mrs. 
James) McNeal, pioneer resident 
of the Boyne City area often men- 
tioned that she recalled the dense 
woods surrounding her own girl- 
hood home as almost suffocating. 
Small wonder the pioneers so 
recklessly slaughtered trees 


near their log homes: They need- . 


ed. both sunshine and air circula- 


tion for health and well being. 

The rutted, pioneer roads, so 
muddy wagon wheeels became 
mired or so sandy the husky 
ox team breathed heavily on in- 
frequent trips to market were a 
boon to our first settlers ...The 
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roads made life less lonely as a 
social interchange between 
neighbors became possible. 

And so it behooves today’s tra- 
velers to breathe a silent acco- 
lade to the hardy pioneers who

After that 
there are careers for Swedish 
girls in chiefly teaching - - or 
matrimony.
